Take
a cupful of salt, a cupful of ground
mustard, mix well and add to a gallon
of vinegar, put into a jar and add
green cucumbers of medium size
Keep o plate over them to hold them
In the vinoegar aud they will be ready
to use in a few days, More cucum
bers may be added, keeplng them
well covered with the salted vinegar.
They keep fresh and crisp and are
not too strong of mustard,

Cucumber Pickles. — Slice small
gized cucumbers in half inch slices;
for each three quarts of sliced plckles
add thrée quarts of boilling water and
a cupful of salt, pour over the cucum-
bers and allow them to stand until
the third day, boil the brine and re

peat the third, fifth and the seventh
lays. Then they are ready for the
next stage in the treatment. Pour off

the brine and cover with half yvinegar
and water, with a teagspoonful of pow-

dered alum, poured bolling hot over
the plekles. Let stand three days,
then place in a jar with o layer of

cucumbers sprinkled with chopped
green pepper, onfons and raisins (not
chopped), three peppers, three onlons,
and one cupful of ralgins. Cover with
vinegar and brown gsugn: in egual
guantities and place a bag of cinna
mon and cloves in the jar. Pour the
vinegar over the picklas bolling hot
